Born before his Time. 
On the L4th September, there sas held 
at Dundee a noteworthy eeramonial—tho 


unveiling of a memorial over the grave of 
most distinguished but little-known man, 
Mr James Bowman Lindsay, a pioncer of 
electric lighting and of wiroless teleyra- 
phy. The ceremony was attended by Sir 
William Proece and other famous electric- 
janaat the meetings of the British’ Associa- 
tion. As Jong aguas April 11, 1834, in the 
advertisement of his Dundee classes, he fore- 
told that ‘houses and towns will in a short 
time be lighted by Olectricity i inatead of gas, 
and heated by it instead of ‘coal; and machin- 
ery will be worked by it instead of steam.’ 
In the following year be further wrote: 
‘The present cencration’ niay yet havo it 
(the electric light) burning in their houses 
and enlightening their streets.’ 1m 1853 he 
demonstrated the pousibility of accomplish- 
ing wireless telegraph through water. - He 
mado many experiments in 1854 at the Dun- 
dee Docks, scross the Tay at Woojhaven 
{where tho river is fully threo. miles broad), 
and)st Portsmouth Docks; and in Septomber 
1859, he read a paper before the British 
Association at Aberdeon on ‘ Telography 
without Wires,’ illustrating his method

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 


The Absorption of Manchurin. 

Moscow, Sept, 1&.—Now that the Peres 
Protocol-has at last been signed at Pekin, 
the time has come for Russia to make her 
account separately with China. Those who 
have watched the trend of Russian opinion, 
thronghout the long crisis, have little doubt 
of the direction which the Czar's policy 
willtake, Tho Russian Government has 
for some time past been. encouraging those 
of its subjects who have sustained losses in 
consequence of.the war tu send in full re- 
turnsof their claims, This is not the usual 
procedure of Governments, which mostly 
require considerable pressure’ hefors they 
care to recognise such claims. With Rus- 
sia such action is quite exceptional, It is 
to be noted also that, as from time to time 
the date of signing the Pekin Protocol was 
put off, so was the final dato for recoiving 
theseclaims of Russian subjects postponed. 
The inferenco is obvious. Russia has been 
engaged; in making up a bill; into. which 
willenter asa principal item the damage, 
actual ond ‘alleged, to the Manchurian 
Railway, and is not anxious for this little 
claim to take definite shape until the rest 
of Europe is safely out of China. Ina very 
fow days, Russia’s new Ambassador to 
Pekin, M. Lessar, who served his country 
so well in Central Asia, will have reached 
his post, and Russian action may he ex- 
pected to begin. 

Throughout the whole period of tho 
Chinese troubles, Russia has officially main- 
tained the fiction that she is a friendly 
Power, compelled unwillingly to appear 
among the members of the European Con- 
cert, and has really all the timo remained 
China's best friond. If Russia put twelve 
thousand unarmed Chinese into the River 
Amur it was an‘ unfortunate accident” 
that these poor creatures, especially the 
women und children, cuuld not swim a mile 
acrasa rapid streaw. There should have 
beena ford. ‘ Very gond placo for a ford,’ 
suid a Chinese pilot to a Russian Correspon: 
dentiof the Vovoe Vremya, which reported the 
sarensin; ‘very gov place. Water not 
more than fifty fathoms deep about hero!" 
Tf Russia massacred every living thing in 
Manchuria; till! her own officers, despite 
Military discipline, protested — against 
orders: more worthy of the days of Gon- 
Khan, it : friendly 
act to China; for was sho not assisting the 
Chineye Government to rout out the Boxers. 
If she hus seized and strongly garrisoned 
Manchuria, has built, and is still building 
barracks and forts—by nv means confined 
to the lino of her railway—is it not that the 
Chinese Government, weakened by the 
evonts of the past year, “hay test assured 
that peace: will be restored in one large 
Provinee of its Empire? And, when that is

Hoe has made a vory cluse study of tho 
situation in Manchitria, politically and com- 
mercially ; trusting tu his own personal 
observation rather than to the views, 
opinions, and various information tendered 
to him by the Militury and civil authorities 
on the spot. . 

By the Russian journals of all shades of 
political opinion, und by lesding Russian 
politicians holding divergent views with 
regard to this country’s Fur Eustern policy, 
the choice of M. Lessar, under present cir- 
cumstances and conditions, in unanimously 
declared to be the bes which could have 
heen made. Neither Englund nar any 
other Western Power, it is said, is ever 
likely to have cause to suspect that its in- 
terests in China are being unfairly under: 
mined by the Russisn Representative at 
Pekin in the peyson of Paul Lessnr. 

Moscow Sept. 19—The Mosecw (uzette 
sayr that the signing of the Pekin Protocol 
in no wise ends the Chinese trouble 
as Russia is concerned, Tho ¥ 
Powers, including the Gernian Emperor in 
his reception of.Pringe Chun, may be wi 
ing torceognise that the Emperor of China, 
a mere puppet of ne strength of character, 
had personally no part in the attacks upon 
the foreignor, but the papers which Russia 
has secured at Mukden indisputably prove 
Sthat the whole inovoment was begun by 
order of the old Emprisa, and with the im- 
mediate co-operation of English officers who 
had worked out aplan of cumpaign against 
the Ruesians,” The Empress-will’ now bo 
able to represent the whole matter in a fov- 
ournble light to the Chinese, and thus keep 
alive their hatred of the foreigner and arouse 
them to vengounce for the insults they have 
been subjected tv, Ibis the English, too, 
who have on almost every occasion been the 
means of dragging on tl ny negoliations, 
and thus showing to the Chinese the discord 
existing among the Western Powers, There 

thon, avery expectation that the troubles 
will be renewed, aud what will the Powers. 
then do? Their interests in China «are 
purely of a commercial nature, and they 
can afford to wait quietly until Chino 
settles down again of herself. But Russia 
is situated very differently ; her frontiers 
are coterminous with those of China for 
thousands of miles, and avery disturbance 
in China finds ita echo in Russian territory. 
We have also to apprehend’ that these 
movements will be, as before, secretly 
fomented by our European enemies against 
us. In auch circumstances the recently 
signed Protocol affords ua not the slightest 
vestige of protection, and the probibition of 
the import of arms ian mere jest for. all 
the good it will accomplish, for we nay be 
very sura that not alt the Powers of Europe 
will faithfully observe its provisions, Tn 
short, Russia has, as over, nothing to rely 
upon but'hor own atrength for tho protoc- 
tion of her interests in China,’ 

M. Lessar, Russia's now Representative 
in China, has now reached his post, and I 
have already written to Ths Standard ‘a 
short sketch of the views that will be in- 
culcated there by this ablo. Diplomatist. 
The abovo article. of the Moscow Gazette 
shows that Russia is about to enter upon 
her own private Diplomatic campaign 
there, and will carry iton in the manner 
wo have been accustomed to from her in 
Turkey, that isto say, she will offer China 
the choice between adopting her views or 
having an immense force of arms, already 
within. convenient striking distance, 
hurled: at her forthwith, Tho threat, 
of course, would not be carried out ony 
farther than saited Russia's plans, and thn, 
limit will.cortainly include the whole of 
Manchuria as an acknowledged Russian 

rovince, with leases Or concessions amount- 
ing-ty the same thing as far Southas Pekin 
itse'f, and possibly, also, ecmesort of arrange- 
ment about Chinese Turkestan and a Pro- 
tectorate of Tibet. This seems a very large 
programme, but Russia is patient, and never 
errs on the wrong side in making out her 
plans of aggrandisement.—The Steidard.
